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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 01/1 7/201 1 , wherein 
claims 1,6,8 and 1 2-1 5 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1,6,8 and 1 2-1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

4. In claims 1 and 8, the phrase "at least one of the monomers C produces a 
homopolymer with a glass transition temperature of less than 30°C" makes the claim 
language confusing as C consists of two specific monomers (with known T g 's). Either 
the phrase is redundant or implies a broadening of the scope of the monomer C. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

6. Claims 1 , 6, 8, 1 2, 1 3 and 1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Dausch et al. (WO02/38638) for the reasons set forth in paragraphs 
1 3-1 5 of the Office action mailed out on 07/1 6/201 0.

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 01/17/201 1 have been fully considered. Those 
arguments relating to the claim rejections over Potthoff-Karl and Schehlmann are moot 
as the current amendment necessitates the withdrawal of the rejections. The arguments 
in regard to the rejection of the claims over Dausch (above) are not persuasive because 
the fact that Dausch teaches a preferred embodiment (claim 5) does not at all mean that 
it teaches away from the broader scope (claims 1 and 6) that overlaps the scope of the 
presently claimed invention. "Disclosed examples and preferred embodiments do not 
constitute a teaching away from a broader disclosure or nonpreferred embodiments. In 
re Susi, 440 F.2d 442, 169 USPQ 423 (CCPA 1971)." MPEP § 2123 (II).
